that most of them have whiskey to 
dispose ot. 


This little hamlet of Helen is situ 


ated in the valley of the Nacooche 
river. It now boasts a railroad—three 
years old—built by a lumber company, 
with Gainesville as its terminus. The 
railroad is about 38 miles in length 
and was built principally to take out 
the manufactured product of the lum- 
ber mill. 
Much virgin Umber covers 


the mountain sides and over 200 men 
are employed in operating the mill 
and getting out the logs Gold mining' 
was at one time considerable of an 
Industry hereabouts but during the 
past ten years but little mining has 
been done. Abandoned mines are to 
be seen here ana there on the moun- 
tains—many of them representing 
vanished hopes of wealth.

Usual' is tbe motto of patriotic shop- 
keepers 


"In last week's hard fighting the 


Wlltshires, holding an exposed posi- 
tion, ran out of ammunition, and bad 
to suspend firing until a party brought 
fresh supplies across tbe open un- 
der a heavy fire. 


"Then tbe wag of the regiment, a 


and sank like a stone, stern first. So 
far as is known, none of her crew 
was saved. 
She was game to the 


last, let It be said, her flag flying till 
she sank, ber guns barking till they 
could bark no more. 


"Although we ourselves suffered no 


loss, we had some very narrow es- 
capes. 
Three torpedoes were ob- 


served to pass us, one witbin a few 
feet. Four-inch shells, too, fell short 
or were ahead of us 
The sea was 


alive with tbe enemy's submarines, 
which, however, did us no damage. 
They should not be underrated, these 
Germans. That cruiser did not think, 
apparently, of surrender." 


What naval warfare seems like to 


the "black squad," Imprisoned in tbe 
engine room Is described by an en- 
gine-room man of the Laurel, who 
went through the "scrap" off Helgo- 
land. 
Writing to his wife, he says: 


"It was a terribly anxious time for 


us, I can tell you, as we stayed down 
there keeping the engines going at 
their top speed in order to cut off the 
Germans from their fleet. We could 
hear tbe awful dm around and the 
scampering of the tars on deck as they 
rushed about from point to point, and 
we knew what was to the fore when 
we caught odd glimpses of the stretch- 
er bearers with their ghastly bur- 
dens 


"We heard the shells crashing 


against tbe sides of the ship or 
shrieking overhead, as they passed 
Into the water, and we knew that at 
any moment one might strike us in a 
vital part and send us below for 
good. 


"It Is ten times harder on the men 


whose duty Is in tbe engine room than 
for those on deck taking part in the 
fighting, for they, at least, have the 
excitement of the fight, and It tbe 
ship Is struck they nave more than 
a sporting chance of escape. We bave 
none." 


From a Dying Frenchman. 


The most dramatic letter comes 


from the French. On one of the fields 
ot battle, when the Red Cross soldiers 
were collecting tbe wounded after a 
beavy engagement, there was found 
a- half sheet of notepaper, on which 
was written a message for a woman, 
Ot which this is the translation: 


"Sweetheart: Fate In this present 


war has treated us more cruelly than 
many others. If I have not lived to 
create for you the happiness ot which 
botb our hearts dreamed, remember 
that my sole wish Is now that you 
should be happy. Forget me. Create 
tor yourself some happy home tbat 
mar restore to you some of the great- 
er pleasures of life. 
For myself I 


shall have died happy in the thought 
of your love. 
My last thought has 


been for you and for those I have 
at borne. 
Accept this, the last kiss, 


from him who loved you."

Paris.—We were sitting In a cat 


at the aperitif hour—an hour that su 
vlves the war. We were in a city o 
good size in northern France, famou 
for both cathedral and cheese. It wa 
then a principal haven for refugee 
and an evacuation center for wounde 
The Germans had been there, as th 
patronne of the Cafe da Lion d'O 
narrated constantly, but now the ba 
tie lines were some distance away. '. 
the wind happened from the right d 
rection, when the noise of the city wa 
silenced by military order at night 
fall, the haunting boom—boo-o-m o 
heavy artillery could be heard faintly 
No one who has heard that sound eve 
forgets it. Dynamite blasting sound 
Just about the same, but in the soun 
of artillery, when one known that it i 
artillery, there seems so much, th 
knell of doom. 


The cafe was crowded. The fat fac 


of the patronne was wreathed In 
smiles. Anyone is mistaken who 1m 
agines that all northern France Is loe 
from human view in a dense rolling 
cloud of smoke. At any rate, in th< 
Cafe du Lion d'Or one looked upon 
life unchanged. 
True, there were 


some new customers in the place o 
old ones. There were a half dozen 
soldiers in khaki, and we of the 
American ambulance column, dressei 
in the same cloth. In a. corner sat a 
young lieutenant In the gorgeous blui 
of the Chasseurs d'Afrique, drinking 
vermouth with a grizzled captain o 
artillery. Other French uniforms dot 
ted the place. The "honest bourgeois- 
were all there—the chief supports o 
the establishment in peace or war 
They missed the evening aperitif dur 
ing the twelve days of German occu 
pation, but cow all were in their ac 
customed places. For the places o 
old-timers are sacred at the Lion d'Or 


Took Husband's Place. 


Mme. la Patronne acted in place 01 


her husband, who was now safely serv 
Ing In the cooking department of the 
army, some kilometers from the firing 
line.' Madame sat contentedly at the 
caisse superintending the activities 
two youthful, inexperienced garcons 
The old waiters, Jean and Andre, vaa 
Ished Into the "zone of military activ 
Ity" on the first day of the war. After 
several post cards Jean had not been 
heard from. Andre was killed at the 
battle of the Marne. 


We had heard the garrulous tale of 


the German occupation many times 
It was thrlllingly revealed both at the 
Restaurant du Commerce and the Ho- 
tel du Soleil. At the Lion d'Or it was 
znadame's absorbing theme when noi 
haranguing the new waiters—or count 
Ing 
change. 
Madame 
remained 


throughout the trouble. "But yes, to 
be sure " She was not the woman to 
flee and leave the Lion d'Or to the In- 
vaders. Her ample form was firmly 
ensconced ^behind the caisse when the 
first of the uhlans entered. 
There 


were officers, and—wonder of won- 
ders—they spoke French. The new 
waiters were hiding In the cellar, ao 
madame clambered from her chair 
with dignity and placed glasses and 
drink before them. And then—would 
wonders never cease?—these Ger- 
mans had actually paid—even over- 
paid, ma foi—for one of them flung a 
golden half louis on the counter and 
stalked 
from 
the 
place, 
refusing 


change. 


Of course at the Hotel de Ville the 


Invaders behaved differently. There 
the mayor was called upon for one 
million francs—war indemnity. But 
that was a matter for the city's con- 
cern and not the Individual. Madame 
still had that golden half louis and 
•would show It if we cared to see Gold 
was scarce and exceedingly precious. 
The sight of it was good. 


Unanimity of the War. 


Now the 
Germans were gone— 


forced out, grace a Dleu, .so the good 
citizens no longer lived In the cellars. 
They were again in their places at the 
Lion d'Or, sipping vermouth and offer- 
Ing gratitude to the military regime 
that had the decency to allow cafes 
open until eight o'clock. Outside the 
night was cold and a fine drizzle beat 
against the window*. Several new- 
comer* shivered and remarked that It 
must be terrible in the trenches Bat 
the electric lights, the clinking glasie* 
on the marble tables, the rattling 
coins toon brought them Into the gen- 
eral line of speculation on how long It 
would take to drive the Germans from 
France. 


For • hundred yean the cafes have 


been the forum of France. The Lion 
d'Or had for that entire period been 
he scene of fierce verbal encounter* 
between member* of more political and 
religious faiths than exist In any other 
nation of the world. Every Frenchman 
no matter how humble In position or 
lurse ba* decided opinions abott 
something. B»t now the voices In th* 
Lion d'Or arose Mir In appellation* 
concerning I** Boehe*.

the door. Our khaki always brought 
look* of friendly Interest. 
Almort 


everyone thought us to be English, 
and those who learned the truth were 
always distinctly pleased. We finished 
the aperitif and consulted about din- 
ner. 
We were off duty—we might 


either return for the army mess or 
buy our own meal at the restaurant 
We paid the garcon and decided upon 
the restaurant—a few door* away. 
Several of the men were struggling 
into their rubber coats. I told them 
that I would follow shortly. I had 
Just caught a sentence that thrilled 
me. It held a note of mystery—or 
tragedy. 
It brought life out of the 


commonplace normality of the aperitif 
hour at the Lion d'Or. 


Where the Tragedy Comes. 


The speakers were two Frenchmen 


of middle age—fat and bearded. They 
were dressed in ordinary black, but 
wore it witb ceremonial rather than 
conventional manner. The atmosphere 
of the city did not seem upon them. 
They might rather be the butcher and 
the grocer of a small town. One of 
the pair had sat alone for some time 
before the second arrived. I had no- 
ticed him. He seemed to have no 
acquaintances in the place—which 
was unusual. He drank two cognac* 
hi rapid succession—which was still 
more unusual. One drink always sat- 
isfies a Frenchman at the aperitif 
hour—and it is very seldom cognac. 


When the second man entered- the 


other started from his seat1 and held 
out both hands eagerly. "So you got 
out safe?" were the words I heard, but 
our crowd was hurrying toward the 
door, and I lost the actual greeting. 
I ordered 
another 
vermouth and 


waited. 


The two men were seated opposite 


each other. The first man nervously 
motioned to the waiter and the new- 
comer gave his order. 
It was plain 


that they were both excited, but the 
table adjoining was unoccupied, so 
they caused no attention. The noisy 
waiter, slapping bottles on the table, 
drowned out the next few sentence*. 
Then I heard the second man: "So I 
got out first, but you managed to get 
here yesterday—a day In advance." 
The other replied: "I was lucky 
enough to get a horse. They were 
shelling the market place when I left." 
The second man gulped his drink and 
plucked

Pont-a-Moasson, France.—Beautiful- 


ly clear and crisp winter weather 
brought out the French and German 
aviators today. The first to appear 
was a German air craft from Metz. It 
was a brand new biplane with broad 
spreading wings and shining armor. 


The big yellow bird flew nearly 


overhead 
and 
dropped 
something 


•which gleamed white for an instant 
and then disappeared from view. I 
waited tensely for the explosion, which 
tailed to come. The aviator departed 
la the direction of Ste. Genevieve. 
Afterward I learned that he had 
dropped a card with a message that 
the kaiser sent salutations to Pont*. 
MouBson on his birthday and that later 
he would endeavor to send more sub- 
stantial greetings in the form of 
•hells 


The aviator of the kaiser kept his 


word. This afternoon the German bat- 
tery In the quarry at Norroy bombard- 
ed the town and shells fell near the 
railroad station, on the boulevard and 
at the gas works. 


When the first shell raced in, leav- 


ing a trail ot high pitched noise, I was 
standing at the corner ot the main 
cross street where some dogs were 
prowling about. The first dull boom 
of the cannon sent them running like 
mad into a neighboring hallway. Most 
of the people also sought shelter until 
the storm ot flying steel had passed.

The following Is written from the j 


front by Corp. T. Trainer: 


"We have had German cavalry 


thrown at us six times in the last four 
tours, and each time it has been a 
different body, so that they must 
oave plenty to spare. 
There is no 


eight hours tor work, eight hours for 
sleep and eight hours for play with 
us, whatever the Germans may do. 


'The Bttaiu is beginning to tell on 


them more than on us, and you can 
see by the weary faces and trembling 
hands that they are beginning to 
break down. 


"One prisoner taken by the French 


near Courtrai sobbed for an hour as 
though his heart were broken, his 
nerves were so much shaken by what 
be had been through. 
The French 


are fighting hard all round us with 
a grit and go that will carry them 
through. 


"Have you ever seen a little man 


fighting a great, big, hulking giant 
who keeps on forcing the little chap 
about the place until the giant tires 
himself out, and then the little one, 
who has kept his wind, knocks him 
over? 
That's how the fighting here 


strikes me. 


'We are dancing about round the big 


German army, but our turn will 
come. Our commanders know their 
business, and we shall come out on 
top all right." 


Sergeant Major McDermott does not 


write under ideal literary conditions, 
but his style is none the worse for 
the inspiration 
furnished by the 


shrieking shell: 


'I am writing to you with tho en- 


emy's shells bursting and screaming 
overt ead; but God knows wben'^t 
will be posted, if at all. 


"We are waiting for something to 


turn up to be shot .at, but up to now, 
though their artillery has been mak- 
ing a fiendish row all along our front, 
we haven't seen as much as a mos- 
quito's eyelash to shoot at. 
That's 


why I am able to write, and some of 
us are able to take a bit of rest while 
the others keep 'dick.' 


"There is a fine German airship 


banging around like a great blue 
bottle up In the sky, and now and 
then our gunners are trying to bring 
it down, but they haven't done it yet. 


"It's the quantity, not the quality of 


the German shells that is having ef- 
fect on us, and It's not so much the 
actual damage to life as the nerve- 
racking row that counts for so much. 


"Townsmen who are used to the 


noise and roar of streets can stand 
it better than the countrymen, and I 
think you will find that by far the 
fittest men are ttiose of regiments 
mainly recruited in the big cities. 


"A London lad near me says it's no 


•worse than 'the roar of the motor 
'buses and other traffic in the city on 
a busy day." 


Gaelic .Spirit Irrepressible. 


The Gaelic spirit has not deserted 


Sergt. T. CablU under fire. He writes: 


"The Red Cross girleens with thoir 


purty faces and their sweet ways are 
as good men as most of us, and bet- 
ter than some of us. They are not 
supposed to venture into the firing 
line at all, but they get there all the 
same, and devil a one of us durst turn 
them away. 


"Mike Clancy is that droll with his 


larking and bambootllng the .Germans 
that be makes us nearly split our 
sides laughing at him and his ways. 


"Yesterday he got a stick and put 


a cap on it, so that It peeped up 
above the trench just like a man, and 
then the Germans kept shooting away 
at it until they must have used up 
tons of ammunition." 


But Mike Clancy was not the only 


practical joker in the trenches, as the 
following from a wounded soldier 
shows: 


"Our men have Just had their pa- 


pers from home, and have noted, 
among other things, that 'Business as 
Usual' is the motto of patriotic shop- 
keepers. 


"In last week's hard fighting the 


Wlltshlres, holding an exposed posi- 
tion, ran out of ammunition, and had 
to suspend firing until a party brought 
fresh supplies across the open un- 
der a heavy flre. 


"Then the wag of the regiment, a 


Cockney, produced a biscuit tin with 
'Business as Usual' crudely printed on 
It, anfl set it up before the trenches 
as a hint to the Germans that the 
fight could now be resumed on more 
equal terms. 


"Finally tie tin had to be taken In 


because It was proving such a good 


target for the German riflemen, but 
the Joker was struck twice In rescu- 
ing It. 
"A wounded private of the Buffs re- 


lates how an infantryman got tempo- 
rarily separated from his regiment at 
Mons, and lay concealed In a trench 
while the Germans prowled around. 


"Just when he thought they had left 


him for good ten troopers left their 
horses at a distance and came for- 
ward on foot to the trench. 


"The hidden Infantryman waited un- 


til they were half-way up the slope, 
and then sprang out of his hiding 
place with a cry, 'Now, lads, give 
them hell!' Without waiting to see 
1 


the 'lads' the Germans took to their 
heels." 


From Men In the Fleet 


Equally Interesting are some of the 


letters from men with the fleet. Tom 
Thome, writing to his mother, In Sus- 
sex, says: 


"Before we started fighting we were 


all very nervous, but after we Joined 
in we were all happy and most of us 
laughing till it was finished? Then we 
all sobbed and cried. 


"Even If I never come back, don't 


think I'v« died a painful death. 
Everything yesterday was as quick as 
lightning. 
"We were In action on Friday morn- 


ing off Helgoland. I had a piece of 
shell as big as the palm of my hand 
go through my trousers, and as my 
trouser legs were blowing in the 
breeze, I think I was very lucky." 


A gunroom officer in a battle cruiser 


writes: 


"The particular ship we were en- 


gaged with was in a pitiful plight 
when we had finished with her—her 
funnels shot away, masts tottering, 
great gaps of daylight in her eides, 
smoke and name belching from her 
everywhere. She speedily keeled over 
and sank like a stone, stern first. So 
far as is known, none of her crew 
was saved. She was game to the 
last, let it be said, her flag flying till 
she sank, ber guns barking till they 
could bark no more. 


"Although we ourselves suffered no 


loss, we had some very narrow es- 
capes. 
Three torpedoes were ob- 


served to pass us, one within a few 
feet. Four-Inch shells, too, fell short 
or were ahead of us. 
The sea was 


alive with the enemy's submarines, 
which, however, did us no damage. 
They should not be underrated, these 
Germans, That cruiser did not think, 
apparently, of surrender." 


What naval warfare seems like to 


the "black squad," Imprisoned in the 
engine room is described by an en- 
gine-room man of the Laurel, who 
went through the "scrap" oft Helgo- 
land. 
Writing to his wife, he says: 


"It was a terribly anxious time for 


us, I can tell you, as we stayed down 
there keeping the engines going at 
their top speed in order to cut off the 
Germans from their fleet. We could 
hear the awful din around and the 
scampering of the tars on deck as they 
rushed about from point to point, and 
we knew what was to the fore when 
we caught* odd glimpses of the stretch- 
er bearers with their ghastly bur- 
dens. 
"We heard the shells crashing 


against the sides of the ship or 
shrieking overhead, as they passed 
into the water, and we knew that at 
any moment one might strike us In a 
vital part and send us below for 
good. 


"It Os ten times harder on the men 


whose duty is in the engine room than 
for those on deck taking part in the 
fighting, for they, at least, have the 
excitement of the fight, and It the 
ship is struck they have more than 
a sporting chance of escape. We have 
none." 


From a Dying Frenchman. 


The most dramatic letter comes 


from the French. On one of the fields 
of battle, when the Red Cross soldiers 
•were collecting the wounded after a 
heavy engagement, there was found 
a- half sheet of notepaper, on which 
was written a message for a woman, 
of which this is the translation: 


"Sweetheart: Fate In this present 


war has treated us more cruelly than 
many others. If I have not lived to 
create for you the happiness of which 
both our hearts dreamed, remember 
that my sole wish is now that you 
should be happy. Forget me. Create 
tor yourself some happy home that 
may restore to you some of the great- 
er pleasures of life. 
For myself I 


shall have died happy in the thought 
of your love. 
My last thought has 


been for you and for those I have 
at home. 
Accept this, the last kiss, 


from him who loved you." 


Writing from a fortress on tbe 


frontier, a French officer says the 
colonel In. command was aeked to send 
a hundred men to stiffen some reserv- 
ist artilleryjn the middle of France, 
far away from the war area. 
He 


called for Volunteers. "Some of you 
jtko have got wives and children or 
old mothers fall out," he said. Not a 
man 
stirred. "Come, come,' 
< the 


colonel went on. "No one will dream 
of saying 'you funked. 
Nothing of 


that kind. 
Fall out!" Again the 


ranks were unbroken. The colonel 
blew his nose violently. He tried to 
ipeak severely, but his voice failed 
htm. He tried to frown, but somehow 
It turned Into a smile.

drawn by three sturdy mules, J. O. 
Harris, and family of Norfolk, Vs., ar- 
rived in Daytona about noon last Sat- 
urday on their way to 
Miami and 


other points on the lower East Coast. 


Mr. Harris comes to Florida with 


the purpose of locating and engaging. 
In the trucking business, but before 
settling permanently will investigate 
the Okeechobee section and other 
trucking'districts in the southern part 
of the state Both Mr. and Mrs. Harris 
were very favorably impressed with 
the appearance of Daytona and talked 
of returning to this place if they 
found nothing to suit them further 
south. 


They had been making the journey 


by easy stages from Norfolk, having 
left that city the 10th of last April. 
They left Norfolk with four children, 
one a- babe of three months. 
The 


baby had not been well and at Colum- 
bia, S. C., became so much worse 
that they placed it in a hospital at 
that place, but all efforts to save It 
•were fruitless and they were called 
upon to leave the remains of the lit- 
tle one at Columbia. The illness and 
death of their baby delayed them for 
some time.

If the 
enemy In the trenches, battering away 
over the hill and the valley at our 
front wanted to put this officer out of 
the service with a shell, I doubt if It 
could see him, even If their range find- 
ing experts were possessed of triple- 
powered Held glasses.

Ruins Where Army Passed. 


To this place I have come after a 


trip of two days' duration In a high-

This village was proud of its Gothic 


Catholic church of St. Martin, which 
has stood here for centuries. The 
church Is not beyond repair, but to- 
day it Is literally riddled with shot and 
shell. Within is an undamaged shrine 
of Mary the Virgin, and before it wom- 
en were praying for the success of the 
arms of France. 


Not far from Hurion stands the vil- 


lage of Glennes, or, again let me say, 
•what once was Glennes. This village 
•was destroyed utterly by shell fire, ex- 
cept in the cases of a few of the larger 
buildings. The church is badly dam- 
aged, but, like the sanctuary at Hurion, 
it can be restored. 1 went Into the 
churchyard at Glennes, drawn thither 
I think by a somewhat shadowed form 
of curiosity. 
The shells had fallen 


thick and fast into this'place where 
the villagers for centuries have buried 
their dead. The church and cemetery 
are pictures of gray and black desola- 
tion. Images and monuments are shat- 
tered almost to dust. Barely one of 
the smaller tombstones in the ceme- 
tery Is left untouched. Here, however, 
one sees the frequent freak of war. A 
great tomb stands almost in the cen- 
ter of the churchyard. It dominates 
the scene. All about it trees and head- 
stones and footstones have been splin- 
tered and smashed, and yet the great 
tomb stands unmarred. Its escape is 
one of the mysteries of the chances of 
•war. Within the tomb, as the inscrip- 
tion tells'us, rests the family of Jesson 
Botlleau. Jesson and his family still 
sleep undisturbed. 


Soldiers' Sepulchers Everywhere. 
After leaving Glennes, the country

olation. 


Frlgnlcourt has been swept from Its 


place on the plains. Not one stone 
rests upon another here. Was there 
Justification for this laying waste or 
was it sheer wantonness? Time per- 
haps will disclose the truth. I wanted 
to determine for myself whether or not 
the tales constantly told of Incendiar- 
ism were true or untrue. I began to 
observe closely and I hit up&n a means 
of test which I have found that already 
the Frenchmen have applied. 


'Faremont is not far from Frlgnl- 
court, and it was destroyed only in 
part by artillery fire. A fine highway 
runs through the heart of the village, 
and it was along this highway that the 
invading army passed. The bouses on 
either side of the road and immediately 


" rating It have all been destroyed 


the houses back of them are in- 


tact. Gunfire from a distance makes 
no such fine distinctions. The houses 
along the street were set on fire by 
hand. 


The old church of the village of 


Faremont is still standing. There is a 
shell hole in its tower, and more 
breaches in the wall below. 


From Faremont I passed through 


Favresses, Blesme and Maurupt-le-Mon- 
toy. There is little left of any one of 
these places to give it the right to be 
called a village. At Blesme there are 
some curious contrasts. The lowly 
homes of the villagers all were de- 
stroyed, but close to them an old and 
beautiful chateau stands unharmed 
amidst its trees. . 


As If by Miracle. 


At Maurupt-le-Montoy the bombard- 


ment caused heavy damage to the vil- 
lage church and churchyard. In the 
latter, where the shells had fallen 
thick, there is a stone cross bearing 
upon Its marble front a representa- 
tion of Saint Veronica's handkerchief, 
upon which, according to the Catholic 
belief, was imprinted the face of the 
Christ. In curious workmanship, upon 
the marble handkerchief in this ceme- 
tery, the face of the Savior was inlaid. 
Almost alone, this cross and this Christ 
stand uninjured in this shell-shattered 
acre of God. 


Frequently stress has been laid upon 


the escape from injury by shell flre of 
representations of the Savior and the 
Virgin, his mother. I know, however, 
that these escapes are only accidental, 
and while It may be pleasant for the 
faithful to believe that immunity came 


i to the things they hold sacred. It is 


only the part of truth to say that I 
have seen the same destruction vis- 
ited upon crucifix and on shrine that 
fell upon other images and other sanc- 
tuaries of which Christians take less 
account. 


At Vaubecourt such walls as still 


rear themselves from the ruins ar« 
shaken daily and nightly by the thun- 
der of pounding guns. At least one-

The cafe was crowded. The fat face 


of the patronne was wreathed in 
smiles. Anyone is mistaken who im- 
agines that all northern France Is lost 
trom human view in a dense rolling 
cloud of smoke. At any rate, in the 
Cafe du Lion d'Or one looked upon 
life unchanged. 
True, there were 


some new customers in the place of 
old ones. There were a half dozen 
soldiers in khaki, and we of the 
American ambulance column, dressed 
In the same cloth. In a corner sat a 
young lieutenant in the gorgeous blue 
of the Chasseurs d'Afrique, drinking 
vermouth with a grizzled captain of 
artillery. Other French uniforms dot- 
ted the place. The "honest bourgeois" 
were all there—the chief supports of 
the establishment in peace or war 
They missed the evening aperitif dur- 
ing the twelve days of German- occu 
patlon, but now all were in their ac- 
customed places.

"But yes, to 
be sure " She was not the woman to 
flee and leave the Lion d'Or to the in 
vaders. 
Her ample form was firmly

ders—they spoke French. The new 
waiters were hiding in the cellar, so 
madame clambered from her chair 
with dignity and placed glasses anc 
drink before them. And then—would 
wonders never cease?—these Qer 
mans had actually paid—even over 
paid, ma foi—for one of them flung a 
golden half louis on the counter and 
stalked 
from 
the place, 
refusing 


change. 


Of course at the Hotel de Ville the 


Invaders behaved differently. There 
the mayor was called upon for one 
million francs—war indemnity. But 
that was a matter for the city's con 
cern and not the individual. Madame 
still had that golden half louis anc 
•would show it if we cared to see Gold 
was scarce and exceedingly precious 
The sight ot it was good. 


Unanimity of the War. 


Now the 
Germans were gone— 


forced out, grace a Dieu, .so the gooi 
citizens no longer lived in the cellars 
They were again in their places at the 
Lion d'Or, sipping vermouth and offer- 
ing gratitude to the military regime 
that had the decency to allow cafes 
open until eight o'clock. Outside the 
night was cold and a fine drizzle beat 
against the windows. Several new 
comera shivered and remarked that 1

Th* members of the American am- 


bulance column sat at a table near 
the door. Our khaki always brought 
ooks of friendly Interest. 
Almost 


veryone thought us to be English, 
nd those who learned the truth were 
always distinctly pleased. We finished 
he aperitif and consulted about din- 
er. 
We were off duty—we might 


ither return for the army mess or 
uy our own meal at the restaurant. 
We paid the garcon and decided upon 
he restaurant—a few doors away. 
Several of the men were struggling 
nto their rubber coats. I told them 
that I would follow shortly. I had 
ust caught a sentence that thrilled 
me. It held a note of mystery—or 
ragedy. It brought life out of th* 
ommonplace normality of the aperitif 
tour at the Lion d'Or. 


Where the Tragedy Comes. 


The speakers were two Frenchmen 


of middle age—fat and bearded. They 
were dressed In ordinary black, but 
wore It with ceremonial rather than 
conventional manner.
